I cherries in his orchards and blamed 
his loss on lack of pollination caused 
j by rains coming at the time when 
bees should have been busy in the 
orchards. 
He was the only grower 
' to report finding no freeze damage. 
John Peters, manager of the Ad­ 
ams County Fruit Growers’ Cooper­ 
ative. reported on the possibility of 
cooperative cherry industry adver­ 
tising, According to present plans, 
he said. the growers in the states co­ 
operating are to put up about *12.000 
and the canners about $13,000 In the 
j cooperative venture in advertising. 
Advertising Pays 
That cooperation pays was evi­ 
denced last year, he said, when those 
growers in the states cooperating re­ 
ceived an average of $291 a ton while 
the growers in states not cooperat­ 
ing received an average of $188 per 
ton. "I don't mean that you will 
make $100 a ton by cooperating,” he 
j said, "because that does not seem 
possible, but that actually Is what 
did happen last year." 
M. T. Hartm an, 
Adams county 
farm agent, told the group that 
leaf spot is making inroads and that 
there is danger of a large Infection 
this year. W ith the weatherd pre­ 
venting proper spraying to prevent 
the spot, it is in the summer stage 
in many orchards, he said. The 
; great danger, Hartman said, is that 
there is no known spray that will 
kill the disease once it has started, 
although several prevent Its spread.
